As per claim 8, Windows teaches the method of claim 7, wherein said revising of said preview indicia (FIG. 8, #21) includes 
repositioning said indicia to a different view (FIG. 8, #82) having criteria that are satisfied (FIG. 8, #80 & #8 1 ; storing only Microsoft 
Word Documents) by the changed metadata values (FIG. 8, #70; Microsoft Word Document). 

As per claim 9, Windows teaches the method of claim 5, further comprising the step of receiving a user request to replace (FIG. 
9, #900; dragging-and-dropping) an existing file (FIG. 9a, #91) with said new file (FIG. 9a, #25), revising said metadata values to reflect 
metadata values of said existing file (FIG. 9a, #92; metadata value of existing file: stored in location C:\Documents and 
Sertings\surban\My Documents\Saving_On_System\Folder and after selecting #93, Yes, the metadata value of new file (FIG. 10, #25) 
reflects the same (FIG. 10, #100)), and retaining said initial metadata values (FIG. 10, #101; 58 bytes). 

As per claim 10, Windows teaches the method of claim 9, further comprising the step of receiving a user request to abort said 
replacement (FIG. 1 1, #1 1 1; No button), and reverting said revised metadata values back to said initial metadata values (FIG. 12, #120). 

As per claim 1 1 , Windows teaches the method of claim 9, wherein said user request is entered by dragging (FIG. 9, #900; 
dragging-and-dropping) said preview indicia (FIG. 9, #2 1 ) and dropping said preview indicia onto an indicia representing said existing 
file (FIG. 9, #91). 

As per claim 12, Windows teaches the method of 5, wherein said initial metadata values are supplied by an application requesting 
said system file panel (Windows Operating System which is the operating system that is displayed graphically on the display, FIG. 1, 
#1). 

As per claim 13, Windows teaches the method of claim 1, further comprising the step of removing said preview from said display 
(FIG. 13, #130; preview indicia is removed and replaced with a "No" symbol) in response to said user requesting a view representing an 
invalid location for saving said file (clicking and dragging to an invalid location, FIG. 1 3, #1 3 1 ). 

For independent claim 1 5 , Windows teaches a display device (FIG. I, #1) having rendered thereon a system file panel for saving 
anew file on a computer system (clicking on (FIG. I, #10) a file (FIG. 2, #12) that is already saved in one location (FIG. I, #1 1) and 
then dragging-and-dropping (FIG. 2, #20) it to create a new file (FIG. 2, #25) into a different location (FIG. 2, #22) on a system file 
panel (FIG. 2, #23) where it will then be saved), said panel comprising: 

a navigable graphical display of a plurality of indicia representing files (FIG. 2, #24) existing on the system (FIG. 2, #22); 

a metadata display showing a plurality of metadata properties associated with a new file to be saved on the system (FIG. 14, #142 
which is the metadata properties of the file that will be the new file (FIG. 14, #25) saved on the system); and 

a preview indicia representing said new file, which does not already exist on the system (FIG. 14, #21). 

As per claim 16, Windows teaches the display device (FIG. 14, #1) of claim 15, wherein said panel (FIG. 14, #23) further 
comprises: 

a plurality of display views (FIG. 14,#26;FIG. 15, #150; FIG. 16, #160), each view being associated with a plurality of metadata 
criteria (FIG. 14, #140; FIG. 15, #151; FIG. 16, #161), and including indicia representing files existing on said system that meet said 
criteria (FIG. 14, #24 meets criteria #141 as being files; FIG. 15, #91 meets criteria #152 as being a file; FIG. 1 6, #162 meets criteria 
#163 as only being Microsoft Excel documents), and wherein said metadata display (FIG. 14, #142) shows properties (FIG. 14, #143) 
that match criteria (FIG. 14, #140; as being a file) of a view in which said preview indicia appears (FIG. 14, preview indicia #21 in view 

As per claim 1 7, Windows teaches the display device of claim 1 5, wherein said preview indicia is visually differentiated (FIG. 2, 
#21 ; has a different opacity, almost transparent) from the plurality of indicia by color or opacity (FIG. 2, #24; which are solid). 

As per claim 18, Windows teaches the display device (FIG. 9a, #1) of claim 15, said panel (FIG. 9a, #23) further comprising: 
a graphical user interface element for performing a save operation (FIG. 9a, #93; Yes button); and 
a graphical user interface element for canceling said save operation (FIG. 1 1, #! 1 1; No button). 

For independent claim 19, Windows teaches a computer-readable medium having computer-executable instructions for 
performing the following steps: 

receiving a request to save a new file on a computer system (FIG. 1 , # 10; clicking on a file (FIG. 1, #12; document2.txt) that is 
saved on a diskette (FIG. 1, #1 1; A:\On Disk\) and FIG. 2, #20, dragging-and-dropping it to create a new file (FIG. 2, #25; 
document2.txt) that was requested to be saved into a location on the computer system (FIG. 2, #22)); and 

displaying a system file panel for saving a file (FIG. 2, #23), said system file panel including one or more indicia representing 
files that already exist on the system (FIG. 2, #24), and at least one preview indicia representing a file that does not already exist on the 
system (FIG. 2, #21). 

As per claim 20, Windows teaches the computer-readable medium of claim 19, further comprising computer-executable 
instructions for performing the following steps: 

including a plurality of views (FIG. 14, #26; FIG. 15, #150; FIG. 16, #160) in said system file panel (FIGs. 14, 15, and 16; #23), 
each of said views having criteria (FIG. 1 4, # 140; FIG. 1 5, # 1 5 1 ; FIG. 1 6, # 1 6 1 ) and including indicia representing files meeting said 
criteria (FIG. 14, #24 meets criteria #141 as being files; FIG. 1 5, #91 meets criteria #152 as being a file; FIG. 16, #162 meets criteria 
#163 as only being Microsoft Excel documents); and 

revising metadata (Windows Operating System automatically revises location file is stored (metadata) to: C:\Documents and 
Settings\surban\Desktop\document2.txt (FIG. 5, #51) as shown when it is dropped onto the Desktop (FIG. 4, #25) and the Properties of 
the file are viewed, FIG. 5, #50) for said new file (FIG. 3, #25) in response to a user moving (FIG. 3, #31) said preview indicia (FIG 3 
#21) from a first view (FIG. 3, #26) to a second view (FIG. 3, #30; Desktop).
